It ia worthy a place 
nmoug .such English names as Worm- 
wood Scrubs, a park in London.

Llunoos give. rise to stories. It is related 
that these islands ODCO belonged to a 
man with four daughters. To Nancy,' 
the oldest, the father gave the first 
choice, and the fact that "Nan -took it" 
is recorded in the name of Nantuokot, 
the island she selected. Nantuoket, of 
course, ia in reality an Indian name. 
Martha's Vineyard and the Elizabeth 
islands went to Martha and Elizabeth, 
respectively, while for the fourth daugh- 
ter, whose name has been lost to mem- 
ory, there was nothing left but the most 
remote and undesirable of the group, 
which was called No Man's Land, be- 
cause its owner was a woman. The 
Elizabeth islands, in fact, were named 
for Queen Elizabeth by Bartholomew 
Gosnold,, their discoverer, whose name 
has been given to the town that com- 
prises them. — Boston Transcript.

So he was taken over to the posto'ffloe 
and the state of affairs waa liiid before 
an official, who instigated tin iiivcHtigu 
tiou.

"I am very glad," said he, "that you 


asked that question. Ita answer shows 
a curious state of affairs, In this conn- 
try you can send cautl.v up to 4 'pounds 
as merchandise fur 1 cent for each 
ounce. If you want to send candy 
abroad you only have to pay 1 cent for 
every 2 ounces, but yon can only neud 
12 ounces in each package. If it weighs 
more than 12 ounces you have to pay 
letter rates, or 10 cents un onoce for the. 
whole thing. 


"That ji to say, you can eend 10 


ounces to London for 5 cents, bnt it 
would cost you 10 cents to seud it to 
Brooklyn. So if you are thinking of 
sending 'Q pound it will cost yon $1.60. 
The stamp department is right over 
there."

A MFFKKKNCE OF OPINION. 


Beferring to the glove contest bill that 


pawed the Legislature last week it was 
amaiing to an uninterested person to 
bear the arguments in favor of and 
against the bill. Those opposed would 
tell of the demoralizing influence of 
•nob an exhibition on the youth of the 
•tate, the probable increase of crime 
and the cost that would necessarily fol- 
low in preserving the peace and dignity 
of the community where the fight would 
be pulled off. It was noticeable that 
many of those who strenuously opposed 
the measure were strong advocates of 
the gymnasium, the punching bag, box- 
ing and more especially football us a 
part of the necessary education of the 
youth of Nevada. 


On tbetotber hand the advocates of 


tbe bill argued that a glove contest was 
not brutal and it was seldom that tbe 
principals were injured even in the 
slightest degree. Thai the contest was 
usually for points and was governed by 
rules that made a serious result almost 
Impossible, while the accidents in foot- 
ball games alone for the past rear, ran 
into the hundreds and in a few Instan- 
ces had resulted in death and in many 
the maining and crippling for life of 
bright young lads. 


It is strange how presumably intel- 


ligent people will differ in opinion re- 
garding athletics and how tbe ad- 
vocates of different sports can see tbe 
bad effects of all others except the one 
in which they are interested. Saveral 
of the eastern states have bills ponding 
in their Legislature concerning the 
game of football and Speaker Gaffuer 
of the Nebraska Legislature has intro- 
duced a bill, by which reporters of 
newspapers and even spectators are 
made liable. Tbe bill in substance pro- 
vides that any person engaging as a par- 
ticipant in a football game shall, upon 
conviction, be fined a sum not less than 
$25 or more than $100, or imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding three months, 
or botb.Farther, if any one ia concerned 
as backer, umpire, assistant, reporter, 
or lookout, he is liable to a fine of from 
$5 to $25. Another clause in the bill 
enables the proper authorities to place 
persona under bonds to keep the peace 
who shall be caught training for a foot- 
ball game. 


It is reported that a similar bill has 


bean drawn up and will be presented 
in our owa Legislature which will give 
the advocates of this other character 
of slugging matches an opportunity to 
show tbe moral effect as well as the 
athletiu benefit of this so 
called 


national game.

THE OFFICE OF KOAU INSPECTOR. 


The Elko delegation has introduced 


a bill in the Assembly to create tbe 
office of Road Inspector. It provides 
that the County Commissioners of each 
'county may appoint such officer. His 
duties shall be to direct, superintend 
and inspect and approve, it properly 
done, all work upon the public roads. 
No compensation is provided, but such 
compensation can be fixed by the Board 
of Oonnty Commissioners within a cer- 
tain limit, either in day's pay or 
monthly salary. The monthly salary 
for Elko county is fixed at $75 per 
month, or if by daily wage, $5 per da;. 


The ideas presented in the bill are 


good ones, but before it ia passed it 
should be altered so that it will apply 
to tbe counties generally. With this 
and a few other slight changes it can 
bo made a good law. 


Under the present system the roads 


are directly under the Commissioners' 
control, and it too frequently occurs 
that certain districts are favored while 
others are neglected. This is not al- 
together the fault of the Commission- 
ers, for they frequently depend on 
some who lives in tbe district to re- 
pair the roads and bridges, and the 
work is often done is a careless and 
slipshod manner. A Road Inspector's 
duty would be to investigate and re- 
port to the Commissioners necessary 
repairs and the cost of same. Besides 
bis supervision of the road would be 
general over the district for which he 
was appointed to look after. Under 
tbe proper restrictions there is little 
doubt but what snob an officer would 
be an advantage. The law, if passed, 
will doubtless be made to apply to 
every county in the State, and tbo 
members of the Legislature will be 
governed by snob suggestions as may 
be offered by their constituents.

Relations agreed to report favorably on 
the arbitration of the treaty 
with 


amendments. 


Tbe amendment declaring in explicit 


terms that the Alaskan boundary ques- 
tion should not be included in tbe 
agreement for arbitration was voted 
down as unnecessary. 


The chairman was instructed to auk 


the Senate to give the treaty consider- 
ation at as early a day as practicable. 
It ia expected that when it is taken up 
it will lead to a protracted and ani- 
mated discussion in executive session.

Magnolia avenue, which has been the 


pride of Riverside from its founding, 
und which bus won a national reputa- 
tion ns a boulevard, has had two "de- 
fects, 
The streets leading to1 it were

An Act Introduced by Senator Summer-

The following is a copy of the poll 


tax act which Senator 8ammqrfleld in- 
troduced in tbe Senate: 


Section 1.- Tbe name of no person 


under the age of sixty years shall be 
registered by any Kegistry Agent until 
suoh person shall exhibit a proper re- 
ceipt for the poll tax required by law 
for the then current year and also for 
the preceding year when such person 
shall have been an inhabitant of tbe 
State of Nevada during the last six 
months of the preceding year; provided, 
hat: if the applicant for registration 
as < not paid suoh poll tax, or poll 
axes, it shall be law tut for him to pay 
he same to tLie Registry Agent tp< 
horn he applies for registration, and 
eceive the proper poll tax receipt 
lerefor. The County Auditor shall 
eliver to the several Registry Agents 
i his county such number of blank 
oil tax reoepts as may from time to 
line be found necessary, which shall 
o receipted for, and accounted for by 
aid Begistry Agents in the same 
manner as County Assessors are re- 


uired by law to do. The Kegistry 
Vgents shall on the first Monday in 
ach month, during the time of regis- 
ration and the first month thereafter, 
tay over to the County Auditor of 
heir respective counties the-aggregate 
amount of all poll tax«s by them col-" 
ected during the preceding mouth. No 
person having .paid poll tax for the 
current or preceding year in any 
county in the State of Nevada shall be 
required to pay such tax the second, 
.Ime, but in case any applicant for 
registration shall have lost bis poll tax 
receipt, or the same shall have been 
destroyed, the Begistry Agent shall ac- 
ept as its equivalent a written certifi- 
ate from any County Assessor, or his 
duly,authorized deputy, certifying that 
such poll tax receipt was duly de- 
ivered to tbe applicant for registra- 
tion, aud all County Assessors and 
their duly authorized deputies shall 
promptly deliver free of charge such 
certificates to applicants therefor. 


Section 2. No member of any politi- 


cal committee, or association repre- 
senting any political party, nor any 
candidate for any public office shall, in 
person or by agent, either directly or 
indirectly, pay the poll tax of any voter 
nor give, advance, or loan money to 
pay the same. 


Section 3. No voter, either ^in person 


or by agent, directly or indirectly, shal 
solicit the payment of his poll tax, or 
the advancement or tbe loan of mone] 
with which to pay tbe same, from any 
political 
committee or 
association 


representing any political party, o 
from any member thereof, or from any 
candidate for any public office. 


Section 4. A,ny person violating any 


provision of this act, or failing to com 
ply with the requirements thereof, shal 
be deemed guilty of a inisdemeano 
and upon due conviction thereof shal 
be fined Ju any sum not less than $10C 
nor more than $500, or be imprisons' 
in tho county jail for not less than fifty 
days nor more than six months, or may 
be punished by both such fine and im 
prisoument.
